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Social studies vocabulary words of diplo- 
macy, coalition, and WAR became more than 
mere words on a page during the 90-91 school 
year. On August 2, 1990, Saddam Hussein's 
Iraqi forces invaded neighboring Kuwait. The 
following day the United Nations Security 
Council voted to condemn the invasion and to 
demand the immediate and unconditional 
withdrawal of Iraq's troops 

As a show of force and a defense of Saudi 
Arabia, the United States deployed regular 
and reserve forces to the desert later that 
month. The build-up continued to the number 
of 538,000! In spite of that presence and the 
implementation of United Nations resolutions 
further condemning and punishing Iraq by an 
economic boycott initiated on August 6, Iraq 
remained in control of Kuwait and claimed 
that territory as the newest Iraqi state. A Unit- 
ed Nations deadline for withdrawal by Janu- 
ary 15 was set, and debate in Congress cen- 
tered on the use of force to rid Kuwait of its 
occupiers. Many preferred to continue the ef- 
fectiveness of the successful economic boycott, 
but more voted to authorize the use of United 
States forces (70% American and under the 
over-all command of an American General) 
began an air war over Iraq and Kuwait. On 
February 23 the ground war was initiated dur- 
ing which the United Nations forces faced lit- 
tle resistance. It continued with a show of pow- 
er as the U.S. proved their strength, and ended 


with a victory for the U.S 

Debate continued over the necessity of war 
versus the continuation of the boycott, violence 
and bloodshed for the control of Middle East 
oil, and the justice of war, in general, but all 
Oldenburg Academy students were united in 
their support for the lives of our American 


forces, many of whom had sisters and other 
loved ones at our school. All rejoiced at the 
conclusion of the war that there were so few 
American casualties, and especially that the 
men and women we know so personally were 
unharmed
